Many persons suppose that the capability of 
inventing is wholly a natural gift, but such Is 
not the case. 
It is just as much an acquired 
art as any other profession. 
In order to en­ 
sure success as an Inventor, It Is necessary for 
the student to go through a school of Inven­ 
tive studies aDd to condue his productions to 
a particular class. 
If a mechanical Inventor 
be must understand mechanical movements 
and powers, as well as metals and timber, and 
how to work them. 
He must study tho rela­ 
tion between causes and results, he must ac­ 
quire a knowledge of drafting, and must learn 
what has been accomplished in his particular 
lino. 


It is true that som e wonderful Inventions 
have been made by persons entirely unac­ 
quainted with tho particular branch iu which 
they were working, but such instances are 
rare. 
Tile more extended 
the knowledge 
which the artisan possesses, the more likely 
Is he to make a valuable improvement. 
But 
constant and unceasing study is entirely un­ 
necessary; lr. fact it tires out the mind, which, 
like the fatigued body, must have rest l>cfore 
it can successfully pursue Us laborious jour­ 
ney. 
lf, therefore, the mind becomes weary 
andcoufuscd, it is better to drop the subject 
for a time and take it up again. 
Nearly twenty years ago, in tim city of 
Boston, 
a friend of ours, 
still living, 
in­ 
vited us 
to accom pany 
him 
to 
a 
mode! of an invention. 
We went with him, 
and a very enthusiastic young man showed 
us n beautifully made model, mostly of finished 
brass, of a ship with a revolving mast geared 
into the paddle wheels iii order to propel his 
ship against tile wind. 
Ile said that he took 
the Idea from a feed-mlll, run by wind, near 
Charlestown bridge. 
“ But,” said our friend, 
" th a t feed mill Is on terra firma; but where 
will your ship be goin g when afloat ? 
With 
the wind blowing against the revolving sails, 
you will have to cast anchor in order to keep 
it from blowing backwards.” 
lie had never 
studied cause and effect; and he told us ho 
had spent six months and nearly 12,OOO in try­ 
ing to accomplish an impossibility. 
Y’ears of 
precious time and thousands of dollars tire 
annually lost iu a sim ilar manner. 
Many 
hundreds of men have labored at model* and 
expected to make /ortunes by running an 
overshot or breast wheel in a dead pond by 
causing it to pump up its own water, and by 
similar impossibilities. 


Tho educated inventor will never run Into 
such wild cat schonv s. 
But as he liecomes 
more and more acquainted with the ni ts and 
sciences, lie will And that every step forward 
must tie directed to a practical rrsult; and at 
last, when his life’s work is done, lie will see 
that all lie has gathered will be only a drop 
from the ocean of Science, which lies spread 
before mankind for oilier minds than bis to 
continuo to explore.—Scientific Am erican.

Siam i» verily the queen of the tropic* In re- 
gard lo the ubnndunce, variety, and unequaled 
lusciousness of her fruits. 
I Ere are found 
those of China, greatly enriched in tint and 
flavor by being transplanted to this warmer 
clim ate ; and those of Western Asia, in this 
fruitful soil far more productive than iii the 
iterilffregions of Persia und 
Arabia; while 
numberless varieties from the Malayan and 
Indian Archipelagoes, united with the host of 
those indigenous to the country, complete n 
list of som e two hundred or more species of 
I edible fruits. 
In this clim ate of itoremiiul 
freshness trees lieer nearly the year round, and I 
so productive is the soil that the annual produce j 
is almost incredible. The tax on orchards alone 
yield to the Crown a revenue of some five mil­ 
lion dollars per annum, as I w js informed by 
the late “ s.'cond king" of Siam. It i-» not un­ 
usual to Aud on a single branch tho bud aud 
blossom, together with the fruit iii several dif­ 
ferent stages. 
Th us, at tho merest trifle of 
expense a table may bo supplied during the 
entire year with foity or titty specim ens of 
fresh, ripe fruit. 
Am ong these arc many va­ 
rieties of oranges and pineapples, pumeloes, 
Maddock?, pawpaws, guavas, banana1*, plan­ 
tain?, 
durians, jack-fruit, melons, 
grapes, 
mangoes, cocoanut?, pomegranates, soursapi, 
linchies, custard apple's, bread-fruit, casew- 
nuts, plum?, tamarinds, rn angostura*, rumba- 
stans, aud scores of others for which we have 
uo name* in our language. 
Tropical fruits 
arc generally Juicy, sweet, with a slight ad­ 
mixture of 
acid, lustious, 
and peculiarly 
agreeable in a warm clim ate; and when par­ 
taken of with tempera lice and due regard to 
quality, they are highly promotive of health.— 
For this reason Buddists regard the destruc­ 
tion of a fruit-tree a* quite un act of sacril­ 
ege, and their sacred books pronounce a heavy 
malediction on those who wantonly commit so 
great a crime. 
One w ho has tasted tho fruits 
of the trollies only at a distance from the soil 
that produces them can form no conception of 
the real flavor of plums and grapes that never 
felt the frosty atmosphere of our northern 
clime ; 
of oranges 
plucked ripe from the 
fragrant stem and eaten fresh while the morn­ 
ing Jew still glitters on their golden-tinted 
cheeks ; of the rare, rosy pomegranate mice, 
luscious as nectar— L ip p i n o te s M ayaxine

The discovery of a human skeleton in one 
of the grottoes of Mentone, a village on the 
south coast A France, near Nice, has pro­ 
duced for some time past no small excitement 
in the scientific world. 
The cave iii which it 
reposed is hollowed in the guruuiuian lim e­ 
stone Immediately below the nummulitic terti­ 
ary deposit so well developed in the vicinity. 
Some large imbedded rock?, probably jiost* 
eocene, gave rise to the natural excavation. 
It upjiears, from the recent investigations of 
M. Riviere, that, at the upper portions of the 
caverns examined, remains of instruments aud 
tools were found, belonging to the pro-historic 
epoch which immediately preceded, in the 
west of Europe, the appearance of m etals.— 
Below the surface, beds abound, remains of 
human industry indicating u civilization even 
more ‘primitive than the antiquity assigned 
them by the supervised masses. 
In this lo­ 
cality was discovered, at a depth of twenty- 
one feet, the famous human skeleton. 
The 
earth was evidently in virgin condition, und 
beuce the remains clearly belonged to the g e ­ 
ological and palaeontological age of its sur­ 
rounding deposit. 
While, however, the fauna 
discovered iu connection with the human 
relics indicate a very ancient palaeontological 
epoch, the bone und stone instruments, and 
esiieclaUy the necklace found on the skeleton, 
si*em to point to a more recent period. 
The 
presence of cave hears and hyenas, tho rhi­ 
noceros tichorinus, aud h o iprim /gen iu s, evi­ 
dently relate to the most ancient quaternary 
epoch, the age of the bear; while, on tho 
other baud, the abundance of remains of deer 
of various species aud of small hight (chamois 
especially), the fact o< the multiplicity of lionc 
tools, needle?, chisels, and a M o n of com ­ 
mand, together with the peculiar necklace 
which closely resembles that found on the fos­ 
sil man of Cra-Magno, lead to the conclusion 
that the scries of objects belongs lo an age 
posterior to that of the reindeer. 
It is be­ 
lieved, however, says Dr. Garrigou, in Lu S’a - 
turc, that the original owner of the skeleton 
existed during the latter age, und was buried 
in a cave formerly inhabited by men of the 
preceding epoch.— Scientific A m erica/,.

T h e A rt o f In v e n tin g . 
Many persons suppose that the capability of 
inventing is wholly a Datural gift, but such Í3 
not the case. It is just as much an acquired 
art as any other profession. In order to en­ 
sure success as an Inventor, It is necessary for 
the student to go through n school of inven­ 
tive studies and to confine his productions to 
a particular class. If a mechanical Inventor 
be must understand mechanical movements 
and powers, as well as metals and timber, and 
how to work them. He must study the rela­ 
tion between causes and results, he must ac­ 
quire a knowledge of drafting, and must learn 
what has been accomplished in his particular 
line. 
It is true that aomu wonderfnl inventions 
have been made by persons entirely unac­ 
quainted with the particular branch iu which 
they were working, but such inslanoes are 
rare. The more extended the knowledge 
whicli the artisan possesses, the more likely 
is he to make a valuable improvement. But 
constant and unceasing study is entirely un­ 
necessary; in fact it tires out the mind, which, 
like the fatigued body, mu3t have rest before 
it can successfully pursue its laborious jour­ 
ney. If, therefore, the mind becomes weary 
nudcoufuscd, it is better to drop the subject 
for a time and take it up again. 
Nearly twenty years ago, in the city of 
Boston, a friend of ours, still living, in­ 
vited us to accompany him to see a 
model of an invention. We went with him, 
and a very enthusiastic young man showed 
us n beautifully made model, mostly of finished 
brass, of a ship with a revolving mast geared 
into the paddle wheels in order to propel his 
ship against the wind. He said that he took 
the idea from a feed-mill, run by wind, near 
Charlestowu bridge. “ But,” said our friend, 
“ that feed mill is on terra Anna; but where 
will your ship be going when afloat? With 
the wind blowing against the revolving sails, 
you will have to cast anchor iu order to keep 
it from blowing backwards." lie had never 
studied cause and effect; and he told us he 
had spent six months and nearly $2,000 in try­ 
ing to accomplish an impossibility. Years of 
precious time and thousands of dollars are 
annually lost in a similar mauner. 
Many 
hundreds of men have labored at models and 
expected to inako /ortunes by runuing an 
overshot or breast wheel iu a dead pond by 
causing it to pump up its own water, and by 
similar impossibilities. 
The educated inventor will never run into 
such wild cat schemes. But as he becomes 
more and more acquainted with the arts and 
sciences, he will find that every step forward 
must be directed to a practical result; and at 
last, when his life’s work ¡3 done, he will sec 
that all he has gathered will be only a drop 
from the ocean of Science, which lies spread 
before mankind for other minds than his to 
continue to explore.—Scientific American. 


Fruit*» of Siam . 
Siam is verily the queen of the tropies In re­ 
gard to the abundance, variety, and unequaled 
lusciousness or her fruits. Hire are found 
those of China, greatly enriched in tint and 
flavor by being transplanted to this warmer 
climate ; and those of Western Asia, in this 
fruitful soil far more productive than in the 
sterile regions of Persia and Arabia; while 
nqmborles3 varieties from the Malayan and 
Indian Archipelagoes, united with the host of 
those indigonou3 to the country, complete a 
fist of some two hundred or more species of 
edible fruits. In this climate of perennial 
freshness trees beer nearly the year round,and 
so productive is thesoil that the annual produce 
is almost incredible. The tax on orchards alone 
yield to the Crown a revenue of some five mil­ 
lion dollars per annum, as I was informed by 
the late “ second king” of Siam. It is not un­ 
usual to find on a single branch the bud and 
blossom, together with the fruit in several dif­ 
ferent stages. Thus, at the merest trifle of 
expense a table may be supplied during the 
entire year with fotty or fifty specimens of 
fresh, ripe fruit. Among these arc many va­ 
rieties of oranges and pineapples, pumeloes, 
shaddocks, pawpaws, guavas, bananas, plan­ 
tains, durians, jack-fruit, melons, grapes, 
mangoes, cocoanuts, pomegranates, soursaps, 
linchies, custard apples, bread-fruit, casew- 
nuts, plums, tamarinds, mangosteens, ratnbu- 
stans, and scores of others for which we have 
uo names in pur language. Tropical fruit3 
arc generally juicy, sweet, with a slight ad­ 
mixture of acid, lusicious, and peculiarly 
agreeable in a warm climate; and when par­ 
taken of with temperance and due regard to 
quality, they are highly promotive of health.— 
For this reason Buddists regard the destruc­ 
tion of a fruit-tree as quite an act of sacril­ 
ege, and their sacred books pronounce a heavy 
malediction on those who wantonly commit so 
great a crime. One who has tasted the fruits 
of the tropics only at a distance from the soil 
that produces them cult form no conception of 
the real flavor of plums and grapes that never 
felt the frosty atmosphere of our northern 
clime ; of oranges plucked ripe from the 
fragrant stem and eaten fresh while the morn­ 
ing dew still glitters on their golden-tinted 
cheeks ; of the rare, rosy pomegranate juice, 
luscious as nectar— LippincotCs Magazine

T h e F ossil M an o f M en ton e. 
The discovery of a human skeleton in one 
of the grottoes of Meutone, a village on the 
south coast of France, near Nice, has pro­ 
duced for some lime past no small excitement 
in the scientific world. The cave in which it 
reposed is hollowed in the garumnian lime­ 
stone Immediately below the nummulitic terti­ 
ary deposit so well developed in the vicinity. 
Some large imbedded rocks, probably post­ 
eocene, nave rise to the natural excavation. 
It appears, from the recent investigations of 
M. Riviere, that, at the upper portions of the 
caverns examined, remains of instruments and 
tools were found, belonging to the pre-historic 
epoch which immediately preceded, in the 
west of Europe, the appearance of metals.— 
Below the surface, bed3 abound, remains of 
human industry indicating a civilization even 
more ‘primitive than the antiquity assigned 
them by the superposed masses. In this lo­ 
cality was discovered, at a depth of twenty- 
one feet, the famous human skeleton. The 
earth was evidently in virgin condition, and 
hence the remains clearly belonged to the ge­ 
ological and pakeontological age of its sur­ 
rounding deposit. While, however, the fauna 
discovered iu connection with the human 
relics indicate a very ancient palaeontological 
epoch, the bone and stone instruments, and 
especially the necklace found on the skeleton, 
seem to point to a more recent period. The 
presence of cave bears and hyenas, the rhi­ 
noceros tichorinus, and bos primogenius, evi­ 
dently relate to the most ancient quarternary 
epoch, the age of the bear; while, on the 
other hand, the abundance of remains of doer 
of various species and of small iiiglit (chamois 
especially), the fact of the multiplicity of bone 
tools, needles, chisels, and a baton of com­ 
mand, together with the peculiar necklace 
which closely resembles that found on the fos­ 
sil man of Cra-Magno, lea-I to the conclusion 
that the scries of objects belongs to an age 
posterior to that of the reindeer. It is be­ 
lieved, however, says Dr. Garrigou, in La Na­ 
ture, that the original owner of the skeleton 
existed during the latter age, and was buried 
In a cave formerly inhabited by men of the 
preceding epoch.—Scientific American.

We have heretofore called 
attention lo these papers, aud take the liberty 
now to speak of them again. 
The first deals 
with m odern skepticism in reference to "W hat 
it Is. aud what it fignlfi -s to us,* the second 
discourses on "WU it our theologian* can do 
about it," au d the third tells us “ W hat our 
I; ym ca m ast do about it.”

But we think Mr. Blauvelt 
overestim ates the power of modern skepticism 
a t tho outset. 
Ile chooses to ignore the fact 
tau t the success of Prof. Tyndall's lectures in 
this country was duo " to the grow ing Interest 
in general subjects of science,’’ find lo con­ 
sider the "religious bearing of his trium ph.”

his Increase! num ber of auditors were skep­ 
tics, or, for th at m atter, th at any of his hear­ 
ers were skeptics. 
Very good, vorv orthodox 
ttnd very theological people attend lectures, 
but it does not follow thai they hold the sam e 
opinions as tho lecturers. 
If they do, give us 
the opinion of a Kingston audience upon auy 
topic of the day I 
It is idle to urge that Prof. 
Tyndall’s success iu this country had auy re­ 
ligious bearing w hatever. 
Bul the following 
paragraph upon another branch of the general 
subject I* not so idle: " L e t it be supposed 
that, instead of rigidly repressing and forci­ 
bly ejecting him (R enan) merely because of 
bls subm itting to them certain religious ques­ 
tions which perplexed his mind, wiieu lie 
stood before them as the thoughtful C m U tiau 
candidate for the deaconsbip, the faculty of 
the Theological Sem inary of St. Sulpice had, 
ou the other band, adopted the counter course 
of being ‘ liberal and loving m en—patient iu 
hearing, tolerant in reply.’ 
Even then it is 
very probable indeed th at M. Renan would not 
have a l once received th a t satisfactory solu 
lion to his religious questioning which he 
devoutly sought for, but without receiving 
which he could n t hope to enter Into holy 
orders.

be the duty, us Mr. Blauvelt shows, for clergy­ 
men to help clear away those difficultiesin the 
m iuds of doubters, not with anathem as and 
intolerance, lint with sym pathetic and gentle 
assistance. 
Of late lb>* kindlier course has 
m ore widely obtained, and we shall lie sur­ 
prised if In the future there bo so m any in the 
ranks of the skeptics. 
Yet it I* uot easy lo determ ine exactly what 
a skeptic to. 
The m an who would appear a 
skeptic to one, would not to another, and, 
even in this enlightened age, there are thoac 
who plaee it) rank with infidels aud anti-Chris­ 
tians the people w ho believe only in God's end­ 
less mercy and no whit in Ilia endless wrath. 
But M r Blauvelt make* no m ention of such a 
belief a* being skeptical, and deals only with 
the heresies of Strauss, R enan, Darwin, H ux­ 
ley, Seeley, Spencer, Tyndall and Froude. 
The*© are Mr. Blauvelt’* skeptic*, and he 
quote* 
from Frau Ie:

prisoner pursued her, denouncing her a* he 
followed. 
Un called lier nam es that would 
bring the blush of sham e to tho face of any 
virtuous woman. 
Ho swore be would kill her; 
th at he had her in such a place sire could not 
get away from him. 
He tried to kill ber by 
putting her on Hie stove, which was heated to 
a red heat.

T H E N A T I O N A L C A P I T A L . 


R e p o r t o f Ntorni D a m n e r s . 
W ashington, Oct. 13.— A report prepared 
by the Signal Office of dam age by the storm 
of A ugust 21th and 23th shows a grand total 
of 1,122 vessels destroyed ami 223 lives defi­ 
nitely known lo be lost, while a m oderate es­ 
tim ate of eases where crews are re|>orted lost 
and loss on land by the sam e storm foots up 
COO lives. 
Of the vessels lost 435 were small 
fishing vessels. 
About 900 buildings were 
dam aged or totally destroyed.

The C m rt will instruct you, a* tire

held a* far back as 1858, that 
drunkenness I* no excuse f ir crim ", aud that 
the person who is voluntarily in th at condition 
m ast take the consequence of his own nets. 
(Roger*' case. 18 N. Y.. cited.) 
Til© m an

mind.

the fact ought to be a guarantee of his good 
treatment of them aud a corresponding kind­ 
liness oa their part. 


There i3 something peculiarly horrible in 
suicide, and a person in the full enjoyment of 
health and u fair share of worldly prosperity 
unJ happiness, when reading or beariug of 
such an occurrence, shudderingly pauses to 
contemplate it. 
For our part we do Dot be­ 
lieve any person in possession of ail his mental 
and ptiv3iQ.il tacalies and all of them in 
hea'thy action can be guilty of a crime so 
unnatural. 
Our horror, then gives way to 
pity for the poor mortal whose shattered 
miud yields to a desperate prompting and 
who is buiried into eternity by his own hand. 
Foor English of Paterson shot himself in 
despair over a love afluir, miugled, we fear, 
with the demoralizing eflect of.uu over-indul­ 
gence In the flowing bowl. 
The pom- wretch 
was crazy; how pitiful his end ! 


R e c o g n it i o n o f C o lo r e d Jfca . 
lu advocating at the meeting of Ins people 
in New York the sending of delegates to 
Y.'ashingMfi to secure pfoper recognition of 
colored men by the administration, Rev. Wm. 
F. Butler was constrained to make some 
pointed statements as to 
the remarkable 
shading produced in the sentiments of Repub­ 
lican politicians us election grew near or re­ 
coded into the dim distance. 
According to 
Butler the colored troops were everything, in 
the estimation of the leaders, daring the cam­ 
paign, hut after its excitement was over, its 
last bonfire expired, its last torchlight pro­ 
cession dwindled into small beer, the colored 
man and brother was not quite so mne’a in 
their thoughts. 
Rev. Butler, after maki g the 
circuit of the government olllces in tho city, 
finds the number oi colored men in the enjoy­ 
ment of fat odlc ‘3 remarkably small, those 
uader pay generally being placed in charge of 
the brooms and shovels. 
if Rev. Mr. Butler, who when he spoke here 
at the celebration of emancipation could And 
no prominent white Republican leader to pre­ 
side at his meeting, were to make a second 
visit, lie would And a curious iustance of po­ 
ut cal ingratitude. 
Tho colored people up­ 
town nave been struggling and working bard 
to get tli -ir church in decent repair, and have 
made a» appeal to our c.tizens for aid. Upon 
asking the result of this appeal we were con­ 
sidera1 dy surprised by a remark mane by one 
of tin.- leading men of the church: 
"The Re­ 
publicans last fall called themselves 
our 
lathers, but now they give us nothing or but 
little, while the Liberal Republicans, upon 
whom wo passed resolutions of condemnation, 
give us freely and muuifest the heartiest in­ 
terest in our welf ire.” 
Wo do not think po­ 
litical considerations should actuate or con­ 
trol our charities, but administration loaders 
made special claims to the guardianship ami 
continence of our colored citizens, and it is 
not seemly that there should be shown such a 
lack of disposition 10 serve so worthy an ob­ 
ject by those to whom the members instinct­ 
ively and expectantly appeal. 


T h e P r e s id e n t o n F i n a l ic e . 
President Grant has been delivered of an 
important opinion ou finance. 
In some re­ 
spects it is sensible; in others quite the re­ 
verse. 
It is not sensible for the Frosident to ask 
the passage of a law aulborizing the issue of 
the reserve of forty-four millions. 
These 
greenbacks are thcorelically out of existence; 
they should be practically so, accomplishing 
thfir exit by means of the furnace, leaving no 
chance behind of temptation. 
This proposi­ 
tion means inflation, and is in direct antigo- 
uisrn to the President’s desire for specie pay­ 
ment. 
More sensible is the advocacy of a free bank­ 
ing law. 
With the curious mixing of nutters 
observable all through the President’s utter­ 
ance he lias coupled with this a proposition to 
stirt post-office banks, one of fhe chief merits 
of the tirst being that it removes ihe business 
of bankiug from the harmful closeness of cou- 
nection with the government, thereby dimin­ 
ishing the tendency toward governmental con­ 
centration of rights and power, while the other 
tends to augment iL 
Toe post-office banks 
would gather in money from all localities at 
four per cent, to the disadvantage of local 
banks, and concentrate It in the commercial 
emires. 
The free banking law, however, 
is 
just wbat 
is 
needed. 
That would 
increase 
the 
bankiug 
capital 
iu 
every 
locality 
to 
the 
amount 
needed 
for legitimate business, while oank bills would 
lie in circulation to just the required qumtity, 
their volume being accurately adjusted by a 
proper system of redemption at financial cen­ 
ters. 
In free banking lies largely the remedy 
for the disarrangement of the financial system 
of the country that has been patent to every 
business nun for nearly the whole of Grant’s 
administration. 
It is nonsensical to say that 
we can fix In one yoar the exact amount of 
carrencj tiiat any section can absorb for a 
term of years, or that will oil its business ma­ 
chinery to just the requisite smoothness. 
It 
is a nutter that must adjust itself, and noihiug 
but a free hanking law, providing for a per­ 
fectly safe and redeemable currency, can ef­ 
fect it. 
There should be permitted not a par­ 
ticle ol inflation, but keeping the volume of 
curreucy iu tho year 1873 a£ the figures of 
1863 is a very substantial contraction, for ths 
business as well as the population of the coun­ 
try has iucreascd at least twenty-five per cent., 
if not more. 
If the President will give us a 
free bankiug law, without any 
post-office 
banks, and with redeemable currency acd 
specie payments, be will have done about all 
that cau be expected of him In financial mat­ 
ters. 


“ .01 o d o r ii S k e p t i c i s m .” 
The Rev. Augustus Blauvelt, who lives in 
the upper part of oar city, has been contribu­ 
ting to Scribner's Magazine throe articles ap­ 
on "Modern Ske;»ticism,’’ which, beginning in 
the August number, aro concluded in the num­ 
ber for October. 
We have heretofore called 
attention to these paperB, aud take the liberty 
now to speak of them again. 
The first deals 
with modern skepticism in reference to "What 
it is. and what it signifies to us,” the second 
discourses on "What our theologians can do 
about it,” and the third tells us "What our 
l¡ yrnon must do about it.” Tho little words 
"eac” 
und 
"must” 
should 
have 
been 
transposed. 
If to can is to know, 
and 
Mr. 
Carlyle says It is, 
then, 
we should 


jnigo from Mr. 
Blauvolt’s 
artices, 
that 
theologians know very little a bou’, what they 
may do about it'. 
But we think Mr. Blauvelt 
overestimates the power of modern skepticism 
at the outset. 
He chooses to ignoro the fact 
that the success of Prof. Tyndall’s lectures in 
this country was due "to the growing interest 
in general subjects of science,” aud to con­ 
sider the "religious beariug of his triumph.” 
We do not believe one in a hundred who went 
to hear Prof. Tyndall, or wbo have read his leo- 
tures, either knew or cared wbat his religloas 
esntimenl3 
were, 
fie is 
widely 
known 
as a scientist, * and 
as 
such 
the neopte 
who 
are 
interested 
went to see and 
hear him. 
It is probable thousands were at­ 
tracted by mere curiosity. 
His proposed 
“ prayer-gauge,” far from depriving him of his 
American audiences,doubtless gave him larger 
audiences tbhn he would have had had he not 
made such a proposal; but that Is not to say 
his increased number of auditors were skep­ 
tics, or, for that matter, that any of bis hear­ 
ers were skeptics. 
Very good, very orthodox 
and very theological people attend lectures, 
but It does not follow that they hold the same 
opinions as the lecturers. 
If they do, give us 
the opinion of a Kingston audience upon any 
topic of the day 1 
It is Idle to urge that Prof. 
Tyndall's success in this country had any re­ 
ligious bearing whatever. 
But tho following 
paragraph upon another branch of the general 
subject is not so idle: "Let it be supposed 
that, instead of rigidly repressing and forci­ 
bly ejecting him (Renan) merely because of 
his submitting to them certain religious ques­ 
tions whicli perplexed his mind, when he 
stood before them as the thoughtful Chilstiau 
candidate for the deaconship, the faculty of 
the Theological Seminary of St. Sulpice had, 
ou the other hand, adopted the counter course 
of being ‘ liberal and loving men—patient in 
hearing, tolerant in reply.’ 
Even then it is 
very probable indeed that M. Renan would not 
have at once received that satisfactory solu­ 
tion to his religious questioning which he 
devoutly sought for, but without receiving 
which he could n t hope to enter into holy 
orders. 
Having, however, been once taken 
kindly 
and 
sympathetically 
into 
the 
seminary, 
as 
at 
least a 
student 
on 
probation, and given the constant privilege of 
frankly conversing with b.s professors on the 
points that most perplexed him, it is scarcely 
to be doubted,—at all events, It Is supposable, 
—that, instead of ever standing; as he does 
stand before the Christian world to-day, con­ 
fessedly one of the most formidable foes ever 
thus far raised up against Christianity, M. 
Renan would, on the contrary, have quietly 
passed forth from hi3 pupilage at St. Sulpice, 
one of tnc most devout acd devoted of the 
Romish priesthood.” And thi3 lesson is wide 
in its significance. 
It is one ofthe coutinual 
jogs at the elbow that men need to keep them 
charitable and tolerant, and it teaches us how 
carefully we should treat the honest religious 
doubts of our iellows. 
Very few arrive at a 
conclusion by the same road. 
Difficulties 
which beset one will not another,aud it should 
be ihe duty, us Mr. Blauvelt shows, for clergy­ 
men to help clear away those difficulties in the 
minds of doubters, not with anathemas and 
intolerance, but with sympathetic and gentle 
assistance. 
Of laic this kindlier course has 
more widely obtained, and we shall ire sur­ 
prised if in the future there bo so many in th* 
ranks of the skeptics. 
Yet it is not easy to determine exactly what 
a skeptic is. 
The man who would appear a 
skeptic to one, would not to another, and, 
even in this enlightened age, there are those 
who place in rank with infidels aud anti-Chris­ 
tians the people who believe only in God’s end­ 
less mercy and no whit in His endless wrath. 
But Mr. Blauvelt makes no mention of such a 
belief as being skeptical, and deals only with 
the heresies of Strauss, Renan, Darwin, Hux­ 
ley, Seeley, Spencer, Tyndall and Froude. 
These are Mr. Blauvelt’s skeptics, and ho 
quotes 
from Froude: 
"In I ho 
ordinary 
branches of human knowledge, or inquiry, the 
judicious questioning of received opinions has 
been regarded as the sign of scientific vitality, 
ihe principle of scientific advancement, the 
very source and root of healthy progress and 
growth.’’ “ * * ‘-It becomes our duly as well 
as our right, to examine periodically our in­ 
tellectual 
defenses; to 
abandon positions 
which the alterations of times makes unton- 
able; und to admit into the service of the 
sanctuiry the fullest 
light of advancing 
knowledge.” 
Mr. ¡.lauvelt here asks and an­ 
swers a pertinent question. 
"But will Chris- 
lianity indeed be able to stand a thorough 
scientific sifting! If not, then so much the 
worse for Christianity.” Yet even this wil­ 
lingness to put our religious beliefs 'o the 
test would, io some, appear if sacrilege, and 
the willingness of a skeptic. 
But no ono who 
has read Mr. Blauvelt’s articloá will doubt ills 
sincerity in sounding the alarm to Christians 
in this countr, to come to Ihe defense of their 
religion. 
And yet, and yet, is not Mr. Blau­ 
velt just a little skeptical himself!

TH E DARGHAN MURDER CASE. 


Speeches oí* Counsel.

Monday at 2 P. M. the Court convened, and 
after some civil business had been transacted, 
the case of The People vs. Darghan was 
commenced. 
Charles A. Fowler opened the 
case on the part of Tbe People, speaking sub­ 
stantially as follows: 
The prisoner at the bar is on trial for the 
crime of murder in the first degree. 
To him 
there can be no more Important trial than 
thl3, for if found guilty be must pay the pen­ 
alty with his life. 
It is generally tho case 
when a prisoner ¡3 on trial for his life that his 
friends are around him—his wire and children. 
But Thomas Darghan s wife is not here; his 
wife lies iu the grave, placed there by the 
murderous act of his hand. 
[Counsel here 
read the diflerent statutes ou murder, and 
then said The People charged the man with 
a premeditated design to take life.! 
The 
prisoner and his wife Itose Darghan lived to­ 
gether at a place called Itock Lock, in this 
county. 
On tire evening of the 9th day of 
December, 1871, she was seen fleeing from her 
home to the residence o! one Kiiiley. 
Tiie 
prisoner pursued her, denouncing her as he 
followed. 
He called her names that would 
bring the blush of shamo to the face of any 
virtuous woman. 
He swore be would kill her; 
that he had her in such a place she could not 
get away from him. 
He tried to kill her by 
putting her on the stove, whicli was boated to 
a red heat. 
Then lie caught und threw her 
against the side of the house. 
Even this did 
not kill her. 
Then ho raised a chair and 
struck her down, and while site lay prostrate 
brutally kicked her—kicked her until lie actu­ 
ally ruptured her liver. 
While she lay there 
and feigned death, he showed Itis brutal na­ 
ture by congratulating himself because he 
had killed her—ki led the wife of his bosom. 
Sin: was then carried to the residence of a 
neighbor and died soon after. 
The inquest 
shows conclusively her death was caused by 
the kicks of her husband the prisoner. Coun­ 
sel then closed, asking the jury to examine 
carefully into the ract3 of the case aa the evi­ 
dence would be given, and render a verdict 
according to such tacts without any mawkish­ 
ness in regard to taking the life of a human 
being when bis crime justified such a verdict. 
Dr. John C. Bogardus—Am physician; re­ 
side in Roscndale; know Rose Darghan; last 
saw her on the morning of the 10th of Decem­ 
ber, 1871, at Rock Lock; she was dead; was 
called there by the coroner to make an exam­ 
ination of the body; was assisted by Dr. 
Scboonmakcr. 
We first discovered a wound 
in the scalp on the left side of the head, one 
inch and a half in length; it penetrated to tin? 
bone; we discovered a bruise of the flesh on 
her right thigh; al3o a bruise over what i3 
ca led the floating rib—the left rib; this bruise 
had a yellowish appearance; au incision was 
then made down the centre of the abdomen; 
on making that incision the blood flowed im- 
mediately; we discovered she had bled inter­ 
nally; there were about four quarts of blood 
which were takeu out; upon a further examin­ 
ation we found a rupture in the left lobe ol the 
liver about three and a half inches in length; 
the other organs seemed to be healthy and 
she was not pregnant; tbe loss of blood and 
rupture of the liver was tbe cause of death in 
my judgment; the liver aside from the ruptura 
was in a healthy condition; I should judge 
great violence must have been used to rupture 
the liver. 
Jane McKinley—My husband is David Mc­ 
Kinley; I knew Dose Darghan and Thomas 
Darghan; they lived about the length of a 
street block Lorn me; the night of the 9th 
I saw her iu my house; 
she came to my 
house between 6 and 7 o'clock; I said, "How 
do you do, Mrs. Darghan!” she said "O 
Mrs. Kinley, I am almost dead;” her husband 
then came up the stairs; she tried to get be­ 
hind me; lie pushed me aside and tried to put 
her on tbe stove; I pushed him aside; 
thcu 
he threw her against the wall; after this he 
grabbed a chair; I hollered murder! murder! 
I took the chair from him, but lie got another 
one and before I could save her, struck her 
on tho head; tho blood then gushed out and 
ran all over; she fell on the floor, when he 
kicked her near t'ne stomach; then he paid to 
me, "What kind of a house do you keep?” I 
told him if my husband was home he would 
show him; Mrs. Darghau then got up from 
the floor aud wont Into the bed-rootn, closing 
the door behind her; he followed her in, and 
1 was afraid to go in, so do not kuow what 
took place there; I found afterwards the blood 
all over; they had been married I understand 
about two years; she was takeu to Gallagher’s 
place. 
Cross-Examined—The blood from 
Mrs. 
Darghan’s head spattered the ceiling and the 
wail when he struck her with the chair; the 
marks were there; more on the floor than on 
the wall; the ceiling is not very high; 1 saw 
him again the same night; he went in to Gal­ 
lagher's where his wife was and spoke to her; 
he asked her if he had been the cause of this 
trouble; she didn’t wan't to see him, said to 
the constable, "Take him away.” 
Otren Gallagher—In December, 1871, lived 
near Rock Lock; Mrs. Kinley lived in same 
bouse; know that Rose Darghan died in my 
house. 
She died ten minutes to eight o’clock 
Sunday morning; I heard Darghan near my 
house about 
9 
o’clock. 
He 
knocked to 
come in and I was going to let him in when 
Ids wife said, "Don’t let him >n for God's sake;” 
he again came about 11 o’clock and asked 
to come iu; I would not let him, and he 
then swore he would kick the door down; I 
jumped for an axe, aud told him I was ready 
for him; he final y went away when my wife 
spoke to him; when I first saw her tho blood 
was running down on her bosom from the cut 
in her head; the child was nursing at her 
bosom; I went to have him arrested. 
Cross-Examined—I saw Darghan the next 
morning alter the death of his wife. 
M ary Gallagher—Am wife of the last 
witnes ; Mrs. Darghan died at my house; 
she came there between 6 and 7 o’clock. 
Her husband was following her; didn’t hear 
him say anything; Mrs. Kinley called to me; 
Mrs. Darghan complained about iter side, said 
Tom had kicked her iq her side; it was before 
dark when this took placo. 
Dr. S. Schoomnaker was theu called. 
This 
witness was at ihe inqueit and made an ex­ 
amination with Dr. liognrdus of the body. 
He testified similar to tbe evidence given by 
Bogardus. 
Ho also said death had been 
caused by some act of violence having been 
applied to tbe body. 
The case was then closed on the jart of The 
People. 
Mr. A. J. Mellon, one of the counsel for 
the prisoner, then made the following address 
for the defense. 
He spoke as follows: 


May rr P lea se t h e Co u rt— 
Gentlemen of the Ju ry:—Probably there is 
no period during the professional life of a mem­ 
ber of the bar that is more important to him 
and tp his cliept than when he stands before a 
jury defending a prisoner charged with the 
crime of murder. 
It is a solemn responsibil­ 
ity that some assume because of the means at 
the disposal of the accused for the obtaining 
of their services, but in a case of this kind, 
where the party charged is entirely irrespon­ 
sible and destitute of means, being, even as 
the District Attorney stated to you in his open­ 
ing, without friends, it is not only a difficult 
but a delicate task for those defending to lake 
upon their shoulders. 
This case is doubly embarrassed, not only 
because this man has no means by which he 
might employ counsel of ability, or with more 
experience to say tho least than I have had at 
the bar, who would assume greater responsi­ 
bility, but there is another fact, and that is 
that notwithstanding the lapse of two years 
s ncc the commission of the alleged crime—at 
least from fourteeu to sixUrcu months—since 
the counsel have had this case In charge, we 
have been almost dally holding intercourse 
with our client in order that we might obtain 
from him 9ome information respecting tbe

under consideration. 
Wo 
bavo 
utterly 
failed 
and 
I 
slate 
to 
you, 
gentlemen, upon my honor, that I Ituvc made 
every eflort and availed myself of every op- 
porunity to learu Iroru him what lie knew, if 
anything, concerning tho course upon which 
j you have topas-»,but notone word has becut'lic- 


i ited. He stands before you like a deaf mut *. 
j Ho is unable to give any information or bis 
whereabouts from early’ morning until after 
his arrest. 
[The counsel here commented in 
forcible language upon the fact of the neigh­ 
bors, loma or whom were witnesses for the 
prosecution, neglecting to care for ihe young 
child of the deceased and sending It to the 
Aims Honie.] 
1 say lc all candor, and I be­ 
lieve it to be true, Thomas Darghan never 
caused his wife’s death- 
And until you are 
satisfied of that fact you cannot oonvict him 
.of murder in the first degree. 
[Counsel here read the law relating to the 
ditierent grades of homicide, claiming tbe 
prisoner could only bo convicted of man­ 
slaughter lu the fourth degree.J While Thom­ 
as Darghau has been confined for two year3 lie 
has ever been the watchdog over others’ etl- 
orts to escape from jail. 
Tbe utmost confi­ 
dence has been placed In him by tbe Sheriff, 
and his general conduct has conduced many 
persons that ho is uot what the prosecution 
would have you believe. 
Wich these few re­ 
marks, gentlemen, we ask that you will be as 
charitableas possible under the circumstances, 
and not allow the prisoner’s interest to be 
prejudiced because he is uuable to give you 
any testimony regarding the case. 
We shall 
place the prisoner upon the stand, but at the 
same time do not anticipate gelling from him 
any evidence concerning the time, place or 
character of his treatment toward the de­ 
ceased. 
Thomas Darghan, tiie prisoner, was then 
called for the defence: 
Was 26 years of age 
August last; my wife’s name was Rosanna; 
had been married very near two years; never 
had trouble before this time except a few 
words; she kept boarders and sold liquor for 
a few months; it was iu June or July the 
liquor was brought there; my child was a 
year old on the 19th of November; don’t re­ 
member about going to the woman’s house 
that night, nor of striking her; remember 
nothing about it except when fhe constable 
took me to ruy wife the ucxt morning; I went 
to the constable's house; I had been drinking; 
I don't, remember anything done on Üa'.uiday 
or the day before that; I had been drinking 
all that lime. 
Cross-Examined—My wife is sometimes 
called Rose; her name is Rosanna; I can’t 
tell where I got the liquor; suppose 1 must 
have got some at my own house and some at 
other places; I did work at Clearwater’s 
cement mills; his mills were stopped at the 
time; I had been drinking about a week be­ 
fore that, und then stopped and commenced 
to work; the work then stopped and I com­ 
menced drinking again; I don’t generally 
stagger when I get drunk. 
When under the 
Influence of liquor—very drunk—I don’t know 
auybo ly; the tirst I recollect was when I was 
taken in the morning to see my woman; 
never look up a chair to strike my wife in 
my own house; I did not want my wife to 
keep liquor; have been arrested before ’Squire 
Gallagher, but never on a charge of beating 
my wi fe. 
The defence here rested and the case was 
closed. 
Mr. Dewitt, one of the counsel for the pris­ 
oner, here made a motion to quash the indict­ 
ment on the ground that the name ot the wo­ 
man was Rosanna, but alleged in the indict­ 
ment as Rose; that the prisoner should bo dis­ 
charged. 
Counsel for The People admitted that the 
motion was well taken, and said the prisoner 
would be again indicted before the present 
Grand Jury. 
Mr. Dewitt then withdrew hii 
motion, and asked the Court to direct, since 
no evidence of premeditation had been proven, 
the case to go to the jury as a case of man­ 
slaughter in the second degree. 
The Court 
thought he bad no right to con!rol the Dis­ 
trict Attorney. 
Mr. Dewitt then made the closing address 
for the defence and said: 
Gentlemen o f the J u r y :—I stand here to 
speak for a man who cannot speak for him­ 
self, and simply to preseut the case to you as 
he would were he able to address you. 
He 
lias gone upon the stun I and declared his utter 
want of kuowledge of anything that took 
place at the time of the homicide. 
Therefore, 
we arc to grope among the circumstances 
elicited by the people in order to sec what litis 
man may be guilty of. 
It is a very Important 
position for him to tie placed in. 
In one view 
of the case it is a question whether he shall 
live or die, and it will probably be urged upon 
you by the prosecution, that you sit here in 
judgment upon his life. 
In another view it 
is a mere question of innocence entirely, or 
whether he should be sent to State Prison lor 
some term, from seven years down to one. as 
the law may direct. 
Lookiug at it in a more 
serious view, let us see what it is the duty of 
The People to show. 
In the first place, and 
especially on a capital charge,The People must 
satisfy you beyond a reasonable doubt as to 
every one of the important, circumstances of 
the case. 
Tbe death of this woman is ad­ 
mitted; that her death was caused by inter­ 
nal hemorrhage from rupture of the liver is 
proven; that some sort oi violence was com­ 
mitted upon her by her husband the day be­ 
fore her death is proven by one witness, and 
of course Is not denied by the prisoner be­ 
cause he knows nothing about it whatever; 
but where is the evidence either from circum­ 
stances or from witnesses that the prisoner 
intended to kill? The statute says: 
“ Mur­ 
der in tbe first degree is the killing of a human 
being with a premeditated design to effect 
death.” Can you gather anything from the 
facts and circumstances that this killing was 
done with such design ! 
What have they shown? 
A man two years 
married; an infant child needing tho support 
of its mother; the woman visits a neighbor’s 
house, the husband following. 
According to 
the evidence uo struck her ou the head ouce 
with a chair and then kicked her In the side. 
Thai is the evidence in the broadest sen.-e. 
Can you draw au inference from that that he 
intended to kill her? Remember that there 
is no evidence that he said he intended to kill 
her. He used no deadly weapon. 
Is there 
any motive shown ? Any attachment for an­ 
other woman ? 
Any evidence to show he did 
not need her every day to cook his dinner and 
take care of bis little child ? 
Didn’t he say to 
Gallagher, "I think as much of my woman as 
you do of yours?” 
And didn’t he go away 
from Gallagher's In a peaceful man tier ? 
He 
returns Hie second time to Gallagher’s. 
Now 
what is the evidence of guilt? Flight; but 
instead ot fleeing lie remains upon the scene, 
desiring to see bis wife. 
There are men who 
think it no particular harm to do violence to 
their wives, who think they have the right to 
chastise their wives, and iii their caps though 
tney mav maltreat their wjves never think "of 
killing them | and there are wives who when 
the officer comes to arrest their husbands for 
assaulting them «ill take the husbands’ part. 
D oyoi think Darghan thought lie would 
kill his wife by kicking her? Gentlemen, it 
was the mere frenzy ot a drunken man; we 
don’t plead this "momentary insanity.” which 
■ has saved men of high respectability’, a3 they 
are called. 
He says lie don’t recollect any­ 
thing about it. 
lie goes there and maltreats 
his wife, aud she dies in consequence, and 
there is no man on the face of this globe upon 
whom affliction bears so heavy as upon the 
prisoner at Hie bar; no man when he came 
out of that cloud of intoxication was so utter­ 
ly astounded and stricken at heart ab was the 
prisoner when he found he had been the cause 
of the death of his wife. I stand not here ask­ 
ing you to let this man slip altogether clear; 
he does not waut me to ask you that, but vou 
are sworn to do your duty and I trust xou 
need no admonition from me, that you should 
not allow the outrageous circumstances sur­ 
rounding this scene to warp your judgment. 
He satisfied beyond a reasonable doubt that 
this man in tended to kill before you send him 
to -the gibbet. 
Ever since civilization has 
arisen and progressed human life has become 
more and more sacred. 
The sacredness of hu­ 
man life is a fact I There Is no mawkishness 
about it. 
It is a question among some of the 
greatest philosophers whether alter all the 
taking of human life even by the forms of law 
Is not a usurpation of the prerogative of the 
Creator of lite and death. 
For the last two 
or three centuries more and more barriers 
have been thrown around human life. 
In­ 
stead of hanging men 
for 
stealing six­ 
pence, grades ol 
crime are established.—• 
If the prosecution have not satisfied you be­ 
yond a reasonable doubt of his premeditated 
deBign, murder in the first or second degree 
is out of the question and you cannot possibly 
find him guilty of manslaughter iu the first 
degree. I say in behalf of Darghan that be is 
guTlly or manslaughter In tbe second degree if 
the killing was done in a cru el aud u n u su a l 
manner, and if uot so done manslaughter in 


the fourth degree is tbo only other degroo ap­ 
plicable io tho case. 
I will not stand bero to 
argue you ought entirely to acquit I his man. 
He admits or rather lie is forced to admit be­ 
cause he knows nothing about it, that he did 
violence to his wife, and probably from th I 
her death resulted. 
He bad no hitent to kill: 
he loved his wife probably as men of Ins ctass 
lovo their wives. 
In conclusion I will only say to you suppose 
that he was in such a frantic state of Intoxica­ 
tion that he knows nothing about the matter 
and you send him by your verdict to tbe gal­ 
lows, wbat then ? He i3 taken from here to 
his cell, and from thence to the scaffold, and 
while tbe Sheriff plaoos the rope about his neck 
to send his soul to Its Maker, sent there by 
Íour verdict, he knows In his own heart that 
e had nothing to do with tue killing, so 'far 
as he was morally responsible and concinus. 
What a spectacle that would be ! 
Nothing 
could be worse, wore that dODO, than the hang­ 
ing of an Innocent man. 
There would be ouly 
one thing for him to do and that would be to 
appeal from your verdict to that unerring tri­ 
bunal before which wo must all appear. 
Mr. Fowler then arose and addressed the 
jury on behalf of the prosecution as follows: 
Gentlemen ofthe J u ry :—Couusel for the de­ 
fence has relieved tho case of Borne possible 
difficulties. 
He concedes that Rose Darghan 
was killed by the prisoner. 
He has not asked 
that this mau shall go entirely clear. 
He ad­ 
mits the3e two important fuels, which it is 
necessary for The People to make out before 
ihov cau ask a conviction. 
He admits tue 
death of the party, and that her death was 
brought about by the prisoner’s criminal act. 
Then he takes issue with The People und 
claims that upon the evidence, such killing 
was either manslaughter in the second or 
fourth degree, aud tiiat it can in no case be 
murder in the first degree. 
The prisoner asks 
you to beliqye in his total uncouciousness 
from the time he quit wo k that week until he 
found himself in tiie officer’s custody. 
Ilis 
statement is to be weighed the same us other 
witnesses, in so far as circum-tunees contra­ 
dict him. 
He contradicts himself as to the 
time ue first became unconscious, and if he 
shows himself Jo be false in one particular he 
is deemed to be false in all. 
Why did lie stop 
drinking when he wa3 not conscious he had 
committed a wrongful act? 
There was every 
reason why he should have continued indulg­ 
ing his appetite, as there was no one there to 
restrain his u3<? of liquor. 
For some inexpli­ 
cable cause he sobers up akcr his wife’s death. 
The method and system with which he pursu­ 
ed this woman and wreaked his vengeance 
upon her show he was nut unconscious or de­ 
mented. 
The Court will instruct you, as the 
courts have held as far back as 1858, that 
drunkenness is no excuse for crime, aud that 
the person who is voluntarily in that condit ion 
must take the consequence of his own acts. 
(Rogers’ case. 18 N. Y., cited.) 
The man 
who voluntarily makes a demon of himself is 
amenable to the same law as if in his right 
mind. 
There was design in his following his 
wile to Mrs. McKinley’s. 
Counsel says he did these various acts of 
violence to punish her. 
The law presumes a 
man intends the natural consequence of his 
acts. 
Ail of iiis acts there would result nat­ 
urally in death. 
If lie had not the intent, then 
you must find ho did it by accident or mistake. 
Counsel sajs he used no dangerous weapon. 
He used all the means to te.ke her life nature 
had placed in his hands. 
Gentlemen, per­ 
haps this case may come'down to manslaught­ 
er m the fourth degree. 
A pretty slow "heat 
and passion” this that follows the wife a long 
block to commit those various assiults. 
lie 
could not have done ail he has detailed in five 
or even ten minutes. 
I do not want him pun­ 
ished if lie is innocent. 
I want the law vindi­ 
cated, and the living protected nguin-t th's 
man’s violent acts and against the assaults of 
the other Darghans there may be in the com­ 
munity who have not yet manifested tbeir 
wickedness and spite. 
There is a mawkish 
sentimentality that dignifies and almost dei- 
fi“s tiie man who takes human liie. 
It is the history of crime in this state that 
the more unprovoked the murder the greater 
the attention bestowed upon the criminal.— 
Murderers in New York receive their friends 
in their silk-velvet coats and diamond pins— 
receive them iu state, as we suppose crowned 
heads to do, aud wo have known in our own 
county that a man convicted of murder was 
toadied and courted and all manner of favors 
lavished upon him. 
My friend says nothing 
of the sacredness of Rose Darghan's life.— 
The eflect of his argument is that the prison­ 
er’s life !s the only sacred one connected with 
this case. 
Isay if he haB forfeited his right to 
protection the sacredness of his life docs not 
exist. 
Tho law demands it. 
My friend talks 
about Hie philosopher who conten 1 that tiie 
taking of life by the iiistrmnentalitv of the 
law is usurping tho prerogative of Him who 
gave it. 
Remember, " Wuoso sheddeth blood 
by man shall his blood lie shed.” V.'liat are all 
your puny philosophers when they offset their 
law against Him who gave life? 
My friend 
partly 
conceded 
that 
this 
man 
was 
a 
criminal, 
and 
yet 
you 
see 
how 
the 
law 
hedges 
’about 
the 
life 
of 
even 
a 
confessed 
criminal. 
The 
Court 
in expounding the law inclines to mercy. 
The 
prisoner is not to have the benefit of any con­ 
ceivable suppositious case you may conjure 
up, but the benefit of a doubt growing out of 
the evidence produced. 
When the safeguards 
hedgiug about the life of a man charged with 
crime are broken «own and overcome by evi­ 
dence, then his life ceases to be sacred in your 
sight, and is by all light, human and divine, 
sacrificed and given up, a just penalty for 
the ollencc he has committed against the de­ 
ceased and anainst society. 
While it is your duty to'incline as much as 
may be, so long as you remain just,to the side 
of the prisoner and to the side of mercy, in­ 
exorable justice requires that if the evidence 
satisfies you of his guilt you shall bring in a 
verdict according to that evidence, and the 
penalty is something with which vou have 
nothing to do, it being only that which lie has 
called down upon himself 
The law inflicts 
the penalty. 
You are to meto out justice— 
hard and &xaet justice - regardless ot the con­ 
sequences to him or yourselves. 
The Court then charged the jury briefly as to 
the law regardiug homicide, after which the 
jury retired at about 7:15 in the evening. 
The Court then adjourned until 9 o’clock, 
when the jury retuined a verdict of man­ 
slaughter in the second degree. 
The prisoner 
was immediately sentenced b y the Court to 
imprisonment at hard labor for seven years, 
being the full term provided by the sta tu te .

carried him overboard, breaking his .leg in 
the operation. 
The man was rescued, but 
Gumaer aud his wife aud child could not be 
saved aud were drowued. 
Gumaer was a son of Peter Gumaer of Wil­ 
bur, who was summoned to New York on 
Monday by a telegraphic dispatch conveying 
to him the first intimation of tbe terrible dis 
aster be had received.

senate, or if the senate bo not in scasion, by tb* 
governor; but m ouch case he sliaH nominate to 
the senate when next convened and such appoint­ 
ment by the governor aione shall expire at the 
end of that session ; but if the majori-v of said 
ballots so endorsed be in tho negative, then the 
said officers BhaU bo electire, a* heretofore.

This gives as much floor room for 
the fortis to move about in as if the walls were 
blgh on all sides of the structure, and with 
great economy ir. budding materials. 
There 
should be twelve doors In the building besides 
the small openings under the windows for the 
use of the fowls, aud the ventilator near the 
peak. 
Three board doors In each end, the 
tallest being for the attendant to enter, and 
the other two for ventilation in extremely hot 
weather. 
The doorways of the Itoard doors 
are furnished with another set of doors rnude 
of lath. 
Wbou the board doors are open in 
hot weather, and the lath doors shut, there is 
a tine circulation of air, and when the bouse 
Is to he cleaucd the lath doors as well as the 
others may be all opeued. 
It may seem as if 
there was au ovcrpleutiful allowance of doors, 
but we have tried as many to a building with 
satisfaction. 
There is nothing we hate worse 
th in a hot, pent-up l ouse for fowls iu July. 
To make the house as warm in wiuter as It is 
cool in summer, keep all the board doors 
dosed but one, an i have a packing of straw 
between each lath door aud the corres;>oudiug 
board door, excepting, of course, the tallest 
pair of doors where the attendant enters.—E t.

Tho cheapest way to build a fowl-house, 
and give the greatest amount-of ground room 
(which is what counts with poultry) is to make 
but one roof and have that meet the ground. 
The building should be nine feet wide at the 
under-pinning, and nine feet high at the high­ 
est part. 
This gives as much floor room for 
the fowls to move about in as if tbe walls were 
high oo all sides of the structure, and with 
great economy In budding materials. 
There 
should be twelve doors in the building besides 
the small openings utider the windows for the 
use of the fowl?, and the veutilator near the 
peak. 
Three board doors In each end, tbe 
tallest being for the attendant to enter, and 
the other two for ventilation in extremely hot 
weather. 
The doorways of the board doors 
are furnished with another set of door3 made 
of lath. 
When the board doors are open in 
hot weather, and the lath doors shut, there is 
a line circulation of air, and when the house 
is to he cleaned the lath doors as well as the 
others may be all opeued. 
It may seem as if 
there was au overpleutiful allowance of doors, 
but we have tried as many to a building with 
satisfaction. 
There is nothing we hate worse 
than a hot, pent-up bouse for fowls in July. 
To make the hou3e as warm in wiuter as it is 
cool in summer, keep all the board doors 
closed but one, and bave a packing of straw 
between each lath door and the corresponding 
board door, excepting, of course, tbe tallest 
pair of doors where the attendant enters.—E r.

That would be equivalent to an addition of 
9,030 to our popuiatiou. 
Dundee, in Scot­ 
land, with a population of over 100,000, is al­ 
most entirely snj ported by this industry, 
which has been the means of doubling her 
popuiatiou in twenty year.-. 
We can obtain 
Jute, laid down here, duty paid, at three cents 
a pound, quite as cheap as they can have it in 
Scotland; and we can sell the manufactured 
goods even cheaper than the Scotch do.

ter up and relieve us from the necessity of 
sending 18,000 miles for wheat-bags.”
